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Argentine  crop  notes 

Weather  conditions  in  the  Argentine  Wheat  Belt  continue  favorable  to 
crop  growth  according  to  recent  reports  fron  the  Buenos  Aires  office  of 
the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  and  the  International  Institute  of  Ag- 
riculture at  Home.     Rainfall  has  been  general,  although  some  outlying  areas 
are  still  in  need  of  moisture  supplies.     Prospects  appear  bright  not  only 
for  wheat  but  also  for  rye,  barley,  oats,  and  flaxseed.     The  planting  of 
corn  has  progressed  rapidly  this  season,  and  no  reduction  in  the  corn  acre- 
age is  anticipated.  

The  bill  authorizing  minimum  prices  for  the  1933-39  wheat,  flaxseed, 
and  corn  crops  (see  Foreign  Crops  and  Markets,  October  1,  1938)  was  approved 
by  the  Argentine  Senate  on  September  30.     Besides  asking  that  the  President 
be  given  power  to  fix  prices,  the  Chamber  of  Deputies  also  indicated  its 
wish  to  have  him  take  steps  to  cooperate  with  other  exporting  countries  in 
order  to  protect  the  prices  fixed.     The  bill  as  submitted,  however,  did  not 
specify  such  action  but  gave  him  power  to  grant  subsidies  to  the  producers 
of  wheat ,  flaxseed,  and  corn  "in  the  form  and  by  such  means  as  he  may  deem 
proper."     Discussion  of  the  bill  showed,   it  is  reported,   that  cooperation 
with  other  countries  in  disposing  of  the  wheat  surplus  was  favored,  but  any 
action  involving  acreage  restriction  was  onposed. 

Canadian  root  and  fodder  crops 

The  first  estimate  of  the  1933  potato  crop  of  Canada,  placed  at 
61,072,000  bushels,  was  14  percent  smaller  than  the  crop  of  1937.  Some 
reduction  in  the  potato  acreage  was  noted  this  season,  but  most  of  the  de- 
crease in  production  resulted  from  lower  yields  per  acre.    Pota.to  blight 
and  root  rot  affected  the  yields  of  the  Provinces  of  Nova  Scotia,  ¥.ev 
Brunswick,  and  Quebec,  and  dry  weather  in  the  late  growing  season  was  un- 
favorable for  the  crons  of  Manitoba  and.  Alberta.     Other  root  croos  were 
somewhat  larger  this  year,  and  fodder  production  also  showed  an  increase. 

Large  British  barley  crop 

The  1938  barley  crop  in  the  British  Isles  is  nearly  20  percent  larger 
than  the  1937  crop  and  the  largest  since  1934,  according  to  Assistant  Agri- 
cultural Attache  P.  G.  Minneman  at  London.     The  proportion  suitable  for 
malting  is  not  yet  determined,  but  it  appears  certain  that  any  reduced  per- 
centage will  be  offset  by  total  increased  quantity,     Furthermore,  in  re- 
cent months  there  has  been  a  tendency  toward  reduced  beer  production.  The 
1938  crop  of  1,036,000  short  tons  compares  with  868,000  tons  produced  in 
1937,  and  956,000  tons  in  1936.     More  than  75  percent  of  the  3ritish  barley 
crop  is  produced  in  England;  about  10  percent  in  Scotland,  somewhat  more 
than  10  percent  in  Sire,  and  very  little  in  Northern  Ireland. 
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Barley  from  the  new  crop  does  not  "become  generally  available  until 
September.    Meanwhile,  imports  have  "been  considerably  heavier  this  year 
than  last.    For  the  first  2  months  of  the  1338-39  season  beginning  July  1, 

imports  amounted  to  199,920  short  tons  against  125,888  tons  in  the 
corresponding  months  last  year.     Imports  from  the  United  States  this  year 
were  21,500  tons  in  the  months  indicated  against  8,400  tons  a  year  earlier. 
Receipts  from  all  countries  were  larger,  this  year,  especially  of  feed  "barley 
from  Canada  and  Russia. 


In  the  12  months  ended  June  30.  1938,  United  Kingdom  imports  of  bar- 
ley totaled  1,069.600  short  tons,   of  which  173,000  tons  came  from  the  United 
States.     In  1936-37,  total  imports  reached  1.029,200  tons,  the.  United  States 
sending  118,400  tons.     'The  unusual  feature  of  the  1937-38  imports  was  heavy 
receipts  from  Canada,  281,600  tons  against  only  53,400  in  1936-37.  Consider- 
ably increased  shipments  also  were  received  from  Australia. 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  1938-39  requirements  of  brewers  will  not 
be  much,  if  any,  larger  than  in  1937-38.     In  fact,  malting  requirements 
may  he  smaller  if  there  is  a  continuance  of  the  June-July  downward  trend 
in  beer  consumption.     In  the  United  Kingdom,  tax  payments  on  domestic  and 
imported  "beer  for  the  first  7  months  of  1938  were  less  than  2  percent  larger 
than  in  the  corresponding  1937  period.    Unless  industrial  activity  and  em- 
ployment improve,  beer  consumption  may  he  expected  to  decline. 

Manchurian  soybean  supply  above  last  year 

The  1938  Manchurian  soyhean  crop,  based  on  present  indications,  will 
equal  approximately  163  million  bushels,  according  to  the  Shanghai  office 
of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics.     This  harvest  compares  with  156 
million  "bushels  for  the  1937  crop  and  165  million  for  the  10-year  average, 
1927-1936.    The  acreage  devoted  to  soybeans  in  Manchuria  this  year  was 
reported  larger  than  a  year  ago.    Because  of  unfavorable  weather  conditions 
in  the  early  summer,'  however,  this  year's  yield  is  expected  to  "be  "below  that 
of  the  preceding  season.     The  carry-over  of  commercial  soybeans  in  Manchuria 
on  September  30  this  year  was  expected  to  he  somewhat  above  that  for  the  same 
date  a  year  earlier.     Indications  are  that  the  total  supply  of  Manchurian 
soybeans  available  for  export  during  the  1938-39  crop  year  (Octo"ber- 
September)  will  be  ah out  5  percent  above  that  of  the  1937-38  season. 

Total  exports  of  Manchurian  soyheans,  bean  cake,  and  bean  oil  from 
October  to  August  1937-38  were  estimated  at  3,200,000  short  tons,  as  com- 
pared with  3,013,000  tons  for  the  corresponding  period  in  1936-37.  Approxi- 
mately 50  percent  of  the  Manchurian  soybean  exports  are  shipped  to  Europe, 
largely  to  Germany.     Japan  purchases  normally  about  80  percent  of  the  "bean 
cake  exports.    Europe  is  the  principal  market  for  the  soyhean  oil  exports. 
The  United  States  imports  a  small  quantity  of  "bean  cake  and  meal  from 
Manchuria  and  in  years  of  shortage  of  vegetable  oils  also  obtains  small 
quantities  of  bean  oil.

Soybean  prices  at  Dairen  during  August  declined  slightly  below 
the  previous  month,  according  to  American  Vice  Consul  Maurice  Pasquet.

Because  of  unfavorable  growing  conditions  and  a  predominance  of 
pests,  the  Argentine  tobacco  crop  of  1957-38  amounted  to  only  17  million 
pounds,  a  reduction  of  more  than  one-fourth  compared  with  last  year's 
harvest,  according  to  statistics  reported  in  Boletin  Tabacalera, 
Argentine- Ministry  of  Agriculture  (see  table,  page  255).     As  the  growers 
were  anxious  to  increase  the  yield  of  foreign-seed  varieties,   the  total 
plantings  were  increased  to  28,700  acres  but  only  23,200  acres  were  har- 
vested.    A  severe  drought  that  prevailed  in  the  northeastern  part  of  the 
country  made  it  necessary  to  transplant  late  from  new  seedbeds  in  some  - 
areas '.and  to  use  overdeveloped  plants  in  others.    Moreover,  the  abundance 
of  insect  pests  considerably  affected  all  plantings. 
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The  decrease  in  production,  however,  was  confined  to  native  types 
which  were  reduced  by  one-third.     In  1937  native  typos  amounted  to  87' 
percent  of  the  total  crop;  in  1938  they  were  only  78  percent  of  the  total. 
On  the  other  hand,  despite  droughts,  floods,  insects,  and  other  adver- 
sities, the  production  of  foreign-seed  types  amounted  to  nearly  4  million 
pounds,  an  increase  of  23  percent  compared  with  1937.    The  production  of 
Virginia-seed  flue-cured  and  Bahia-seed  types  was  almost  doubled.  Both 
varieties  are  used  for  cigarettes  in  Argentina.

Argentine  native  tobaccos  a.re  air-cured  and  predominantly  dark. 
Misionero,  Correntino,  and  Saltena  are  the  leading  types,   each  deriving 
its  name  from  the  Province  in  which  it  grows.     Minionero ,   owing  to  the 
rich  soil  in  which  it  is  produced,  is  a  very  strong  type  used  in  cheap 
cigarettes  and  pipe  mixtures.     It  resembles  our  fire-cured  types  to  some 
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extent, "  "but  it  is  air-cured.     Correntino  is  said  to  have  the  best  flavor 
of  all  Argentine  tobacco  but  it  is  short  and  not  considered  as  good  for 
manufacturing  as  some  other  types.     Salteno  is  the  mildest  tobacco  grown 
in  Argentina.     In  color  it  is  similar  to  the  red  grades  of  our  Bur ley, 
but  the  leaf  is  characterized  "by  a  large :  coarse  stem.     It  is.  sometimes 
substituted,  however,  for  our  Bur ley  and  flue-cured. 

An  outstanding  feature  of  the  Argentine  tobacco-growing  industry 
is  the  difference  in  price  between  native  types  and  f o reign- seed  types 
(see  table  below).     The  lowest  grade  of  Virginia- seed  flue- cured  sells 
for  about  as  much  as  the  highest  grade  native  types,  and  the  best  grades 
of  flue- cured  are  higher  than  in  the  United  States.     The  average  price  for 
first  grade  Argentine  flue-cured  is  quoted  at  20  to  22  pesos  per  10  kilo- 
grams ,. equivalent  to  30  to  33  cents  per  pound.     The  prices  of  best  grade 
Kentucky-seed  tobacco  (fire-cured)  range  from  22.6  to  25.6  cents  per  pound. 
Native  Misionero,  the  type  most  Similar  to  Kentucky- seed,  sells  for  only 
about  one- third  as  much.    Next  to  soil  and  climatic  conditions,  price  f 
differentials  such  as  these  are  probably  the  most  potent  expansion  factor, 
and  if  United  States  types  and  other  foreign  types  do  not  greatly  increase 
in  Argentina,  it  will  not  be  for  lack  of  growers'-  incentive.

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Reduced  French  import  license  tax  on  apples  end  pears  continued 

The  French  import  license  tax  on  apples  and  pears,  reduced  by  50 
percent  from  September  17,  1937,  to  September  30,  1938,   inclusive,  nas 
been  continued  in  effect  until  September  30,  1939,  according  to  a  cable- 
gram from  the  United  States  Embassy  at  Paris.     The  tax  on  apples  is  16 
francs  per  quintal  (220.46  pounds)  and  on  pears  24  francs  per  quintal. 
The  duty  charges  of  8  francs  per  quintal  on  apples  and  10.70  francs  per 
quintal  on  pears  remain  unchanged. 

The  duty  on  apples  amounts  to  about  1.74  francs  per  bushel  (48 
pounds),  which,  added  to  the  license  tax  of  3.48  francs,  makes  a  total 
import  chargu  of  5.22  francs,  or  14  cents  per  bushel  at  prevailing  rates 
of  exchange.     The  duty  on  pears  is  about  2.43  francs  per  bushel  (50 
pounds)  plus  the  license  tax  of  5.44  francs,  a  total  of  7.87  francs,  or 
21  cents  per  bushel. 

Cuban  winter  vegetable  acreage  sr:  Her 

Plantings  of  tomatoes,  potatoes,  peppers,  eggplant,  and  cucumbers 
in  Cuba  are  expected  to  be  below  last  year,  according  to  Harold  S.  Tewell, 
American  consul  at  Habana.     The  lima-bean  crop,  however,  may  be  as  large 
as  last  winter. 

Available  information  regarding  toma.toes,  the  leading  winter  vege- 
table crop,  indicates  that  the  acreage  will  be  approximately  20  percent 
less  than  in  1937.     The  low  averege  returns  from  tomato  exports  tc  the 
United  States  last  winter  and  the  inability  to  obtain  sufficient  financial 
assistance  are  stated  to  be  factors  that  have  deterred  growers  from  plant- 
ing as  extensively  as  lest  year.    On  the  other  hand,  reduced  farm  income 
from  sugar  cane  and  tobacco,  owing  to  the  lower  prices  prevailing  this 
year  for  those  leading  Cuban  crops,  is  stated  tc  have  induced  a  number  of 
farmers,  chiefly  in  the  western  Provinces,  to  turn  to  an  early  tomato  crop 
as  a  source  of  additional  cash  income  during  the  remainder  of  the  year. 
Consequently,  it  is  expected  that  the  acreage  roduction  will  be  rnado  chiefly 
in  the  plantings  of  late  tomatoes. 

United  States  imports  of  cattle  and  beef  small 

Total  United  States  imports  of  cattle  and  beef  (dressed-weight  basis) 
for  August  showed  some  decrease  compared  with  those  of  the  immediately  pre- 
ceding months.     This  decline  was  due  to  smaller  imports  of  canned  beef, 
which  usually  represent  nearly  half  of  the  total  imports  and  which  during 
August  were  equal  to  5  million  pounds  against  nearly  8  million  in  July  and 
about  7  million  in  August  1937. 

Imports  of  cattle  were  slightly  larger  than  in  July,  but  only  one- 
third  the  size  of  August  1937  imports.     Of  the  total  17,923  head  imported, 
10,444  came  from  Canada  and  7,471  from  Mexico.     Imports  from  Canada  of 
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heavy  quota  cattle  were  also  larger  than  similar  imports  from  Mexico.  Tor 
the  January- August  period,  Canada  furnished  53  percent  of  the  61,481  head  im- 
ported.    Of  the  other  quota  groups,   Canada  continued  to  supply  the  hulk,  Mexico 
having  shipped  no  dairy  cows  and  only  1,871  of  the  total  37,465  head  of  calves 
so  far  imported.     Imports  of  non-quota  feeder  cattle,  weighing  "between  175  and 
700  pounds,  however,  have  come  largely  fr^m  Mexico  -  170,797  of  the  total 
175,192  head  imported  during  the  first  8  months  of  the  year.

United  States  imports  of  pork  during  August  were  maintained  at  the  average 
monthly  figure  for  1933  of  a  little  more  than  4  million  pounds.     August  exports 
of  about  6.5  million  pounds,  however,  were  nearly  3  million  pounds  below  those  of 
July  and  less  than  2  million  pounds  above  those  of  August  1937.     Though  total 
exports  of  lard  for  the  January- August  period  totaled  130  million  pounds,  an 
increase  of  93  percent  over  comparable  figures  for  1937,  monthly  exports  have 
declined  steadily  from  20  million  pounds  in  May  to  10.8  million  pounds  in  August.
